The 
weather continued to be much against us, 
but we had good meetings, and effected 
an organization of seventeen members. 
This church was very generous to us finan- 


cially. We formed some pleasant ac- 
quaintances, and all in all had a good 
time. After services Sunday night we 
drove thirteen miles to Mt. Pleasant, to 
ineet the sisters of that place on Sunday 
morning, Sister Meyers having invited 
them to her home. We had a pleasant 
littl; meeting and organized them into a 
Society with Sister Meyers as president. 
Sister Meyers is secretary of the National 
Organization, and is full of enthusiasm 
for the work. They have no church or- 
ganization, and no church house at Mt. 
Pleasant, but these sisters will work, will 
pay their portion to the general work, and 
will deposi t their earnings in the bank,for 
future use. Sometime a flourishing church 
in Mt. Pleasant may be the result of their 
effort, 

We are quite grati fied over the encour- 
aging reports from the S. S. C. E's at dif- 
ferent points as given in the Kvangelist. 
We hope many others will write and teli 
us of their work. It will not be long now 
until time for the spring remittance. We 
hope the secretaries have all done their 
duty in collecting the fees, so that when 
remittance blanks are received, the remit- 
tance can be sent in without delay. We 
expect this time to have the blanks reach 
you sufficiently early that there will be no 
excuse for any society to be behind time 
in her remittance.
